In the Amendment filed on February 14, 2006, claims 28-29 are amended, however, the amendments made do not correspond with the 
previous claim set filed September 2, 2005. For example, claim 28 has a strike through for the word "parts", however, the replacement 
word is not underlined to indicate an amendment was made. In claim 29, the phrase "aminOacid" has a strike through, however, the 
newly replaced phrase matches the old phrase and the previous claim set had a problem which was objected to in the Office Action. In 
addition, it is suggested that the claim set remove the following "1-3 cancelled" as it also has "claims 1-27 cancelled". As the non- 
compliant amendment is a reply to a Non-Final Office Action and since the amendment appears to be a bona fide attempt to be a reply 
(37 CFR 1. 135(c)), applicant is given a TIME PERIOD of ONE MONTH from the mailing of this notice within which to re-submit 
the corrected section which complies with 37 CFR 1.121 in order to avoid abandonment. EXTENSIONS OF THIS TIME PERIOD
